THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Hampstead in the 
County of Rockingham in said State, qualified to vote in 
town affairs. 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House 
in said Hampstead on Tuesday, the twelfth day of March 
next, at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon 
the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
_ year ensuing. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year and 
make appropriation for the same. 

3. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise to keep highways and bridges in repair and what 
method they will adopt to expend the same. 

4, To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to appropriate to meet the expenses of the Public Li- 
brary the ensuing year. 

5. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
appropriate for the observance of Memorial Day and 
what method they will adopt to expend the same. 

6. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
appropriate for the care of cemeteries the ensuing year. 

7. To see if the town will vote to authorize the se- 
lectmen to hire money for the use of the town. 

8. To hear reports of auditors and committees and 
act thereon. 

9. To elect a delegate to the Constitutional Conven- 
tion. 
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10. To see if the town will vote to raise, appro- 
priate or hire the sum of Three Hundred Dollars ($300) 
to be used to improve the highway between the residence 
of Almenia Page and Hoyt’s Corner, so-called. 

11. To see what action the town will take, if any, 
in regard to resurfacing on permanent roads and raise, 
hire or appropriate money for the same. 

12. To see what action the town will take, if any, 
in regard to purchasing wheels and ladders to be used 
in ease of fire and raise or appropriate money for the 
same. 

13. To see if the town will vote to raise One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-five Dollars ($125.00) for the control 
of the White Pine Blister Rust which has been found in 
town by the State Forestry Department, Concord. 

14. To see what action the town will take, if any, 
in regard to fixing a price for the use of the electric lights 
at the Town House. | 

15. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before the meeting.

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8 SCHOOL REPORT 


REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board and the Citizens of Hampstead, 
N. H.:— 


Herewith I submit my fifth annual report and the 
twelfth in the series of the reports of the district super- 
intendents. 

Since last year’s report, several advances have been 
made in the development of our local school system. The 
good work of the previous year has been maintained and 
a new and higher standard of efficiency has been reached. 
Not all of the recommendations of last year have been 
put into effect; those which on account of unforseen 
obstacles remain unaccomplished will undoubtedly be 
realized soon. The policy of those directing the schools 
is directed towards the accomplishment of very definite 
results and towards keeping the effort focused upon 
objectives of recognized value when new lines of work 
are opened up. The aim has been to provide an adequate 
teaching staff whose members are of unquestionable 
ability and of the highest possible training and _ suf- 
ficient material equipment to get the results sought. That 
this policy is bringing results is shown in several ways. 

The rooms are generally orderly, the pupils are for 
the most part industrious and in not a few cases am- 
bitious to achieve more advanced planes of thought, the 
elass-room results are clearly showing in standardized 
tests better quality and a larger amount of ground 
eovered. The citizens of Hampstead have reason for 
pride in what they are accomplishing with their schools. 

The elementary courses formerly requiring eight 
years of school life with a few exceptions are now being 
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completed at the end of the sixth year. When provision 
ean be made for manual training in the junior high 
grades and better written language results can be se- 
cured in the six elementary grades, we will have attained 
the standard of the State Program. We are fast ap- 
proaching that desired end. 

Last August the superintendent revised the cur- 
ricula and the courses of the High School so as to meet 
present requirements, submitted this revision to the in- 
spection of members of the State Department of Kduea- 
tion and later to the Board of Trustees. The adoption 
of this revision brought the full approval of the State 
Department for five of the six grades in which pupils 
take senior or junior high courses. The former eighth 
grade is now an approved high school grade and a few 
more advances will make possible the approval of the 
seventh grade also. The regular tuition charge for high 
school grades can then be collected for all non-resident 
pupils of these classes. 

Tables of attendance and tardiness statistics, a table 
showing the present teaching staff, an outline of work 
done in the practical arts course for the Red Cross and 
other war activities accompany this report. Your ecare- 
ful and thoughtful inspection is earnestly requested. 

Especially worthy of note are the quality of the 
training of the teachers, the steady decrease in number 
of tardinesses since 1914, the slight decrease in the per- 
centage of attendance, the evident growth in value and 
efficiency of practical arts work and the praiseworthy 
response of the pupils to the country’s eall for aid. 

Last June Miss Leona Garland resigned her position 
as assistant at the High School and Miss Elois Holland 
her position at Number Two. Miss Flora A. Norton, a 
eraduate of superior rank of the Class of 1917 of Colby 
College, was elected to succeed Miss Garland, and Miss 
Clarice Laing, a graduate of Lowell Normal School, Class 
of 1917, to fill Miss Holland’s place. Later in the sum- 
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mer to the great regret of every one Mr. F. Lester 
Trafton who had served so efficiently as headmaster of 
the High School for several years resigned to accept a 
position on the Coneord, N. H. High School staff. The 
superintendent found it very difficult to meet the situa- 
tion, as the needs of the country had withdrawn a large 
number of men from the teaching profession. After many 
candidates had been seen Mr. Taft, Colby College 717, 
was elected, but was immediately called to the colors. To 
date four have successively held the position of Head- 
master, or have been Acting Principals;—Mr. James A. 
MacDougall (later elected Supt. of Schools of the Salem- 
Hudson-Atkinson Supervisory Union, Mrs. Berry who 
kindly assisted until another could be found, Mrs. Henry 
O. Woodward, Boston University °15, with two years of 
experience and more recently Miss Marion EK. Bridgham 
whose faithful service to the school is well known to all. 
Miss Edith A. Howard, a graduate of Boston University 
in the Class of 1917 and with an excellent record for 
superior scholarship and successful though brief experi- 
ence, secured her release as assistant at West Boylston, 
Mass. High School, and took charge of the courses in 
chemistry, elementary science, mathematics, bookkeeping 
and commercial law at Hampstead High. During the 
summer Miss Webster took the three weeks courses in 
grammar and woodwoorking branches at Keene Normal 
School. The present corps of teachers is made up of only 
those possessing either. collegiate or normal school train- 
ing or of those who have taken courses in the summer 
seasons and thus received State certificates. 

Systematic teaching of music under a trained super- 
visor begun a year ago last September has apparently 
met popular approval. This fall a step forward was 
made by the School Board in engaging the services of 
Miss Eva Williams, who had taken the courses in the 
directing of school music at the New England Conser- 
-yatory of Music in Boston and had already had experi- 
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ence in the schools of adjoining towns. Miss Williams 
has been very active in her work. She gives weekly les- 
‘sons in each of the four elementary rooms and one to 
the junior high pupils. She has organized and instruct- 
ed a glee club at the High School. As this important 
work develops more advanced courses in music can be 
given until every grade in the school system is included 
and sufficient high school courses are offered for obtain- 
ing eredits for admission to college. | 

The substitution of French for German in the High 
School has been very successfully effected. A four years 
course in the French language and literature beginning 
in the seventh year is now offered. Recent developments 
in war and business are showing that ability to speak, 
read and write French will be required of our young 
men and women in many occupations. This department 
is rapidly becoming well equipped and results are better 
as the classes progress. 

During the year ending June 15, 1917 and to date 
this year some supervised study has been done. This is 
in line with development elsewhere. High schools are 
finding that much o fthe time spent on home study (so- 
called) is wasted, that many have not been taught how 
to study, that there has been very little opportunity to 
teach the pupil how to prepare his lessons effectively. 
This problem is being met by training the pupils in 
proper habits of study by the supervision of the teach- 
ers of the individual pupil or groups of pupils. To do 
this requires time—a more extended school day than has 
been common in the past. Almost everywhere in the 
United States schools are having the hours of the day 
lengthened; six, seven, eight, even nine and ten hours 
are reported. Where this work of supervised study has 
been adopted no home study is necessary. The results 
seem to be economy of time for students preparing for 
practical life, excess credit for high grade work, rapid 
promotion for the best students, the elimination of mark- 
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ing time, and sometimes the saving of a year in prepara- 
tion for higher institutions. 

The domestic arts department has extended its work. 
through the tenth year. A course in household ap- 
plianees, sanitation, household physics and chemistry has 
been offered. The courses in sewing, knitting, dressmak- 
ing and cooking have been as interesting and fruitful 
and of wider range than heretofore. The warm luncheon 
served through the winter months has been continued. 
A new oil stove has been added to the equipment of the 
department. The cost of .this store was for the most 
part met by the earnings of this department. Next Sep- 
tember a course in nursing, cooking for the sick, the 
aged, infants and for convalescents, the care of the same 
and in advanced physiology will be begun. The girls 
in the four grade rooms have done the work required by 
the Elementary Program and this year have done con- 
siderable Red Cross work. An outline of this work pre- 
pared by Miss Bridgham is printed elsewhere in this re- 
port. 

The Parent-Teacher Association has continued its 
useful and intelligent work; it has very generously 
helped in providing funds for the music instruction 
and for some phases of the practical arts work. 

Another step taken at the High School has been the 
introduction of handwriting. One lesson a week is 
given by Miss Laing to the members of the senior and 
junior and the bookkeeping classes. It is too early to 
judge of results. 

A commencement has been made in the direction of 
improving and equipping our elementary buildings by 
the repairs made at Number Seven. A new floor has 
been laid, the outhouse repaired and painted, new seats 
and desks have been put into position. The high cost 
of labor and material have somewhat curtailed what 
otherwise might have been a very extensive renovation. 
Gradually our rural buildings can be improved until all 
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will be correctly lighted, heated and ventilated and be 
connected with warm, neat, well-kept outhouses. 

A few years ago medical inspection was adopted by 
the district, a doctor was engaged and for two years 
regular inspection of the health and physical condition 
of the pupils was made. The board discontinued this work 
because results did not appear great enough. This year 
by state enactment each district is expected to act on 
the medical inspection question. I am not aware that 
the action of three years ago has been rescinded. How- 
ever, some steps might be taken to have this very impor- 
tant and salutary measure carried out in a more satis- 
factory manner. 

Last summer many of the pupils had home gardens; 
this year the State Department and the Food Com- 
missioner are urging that every pupil in both elementary 
and high schools have a garden, that every pupil old 
enough for the work raise a pig and that next fall the 
canning, preserving and drying of fruits and vegetables 
be done on a larger seale. The superintendent will do all 
he can to bring this about. He has taken steps to secure 
seed and is gathering all information about available 
fertilizers that he can, so as to serve the young farmers. 
Any assistance that can be given by parent or by eiti- 
zen will be much appreciated. Parents should impress 
upon their children that the hour is critical; that every- 
thing that is done to hasten and increase production is 
patriotic action, is response to what is their plain duty 
to the nation and to civilization. 

As yet no satisfactory and feasible plan for the 
separation of the domestic arts and science classes has 
been devised. More thought and then prudent action 
might relieve this manifest drawback. 

The outbreak of war has added new burdens to 
school administration. The problems of maintaining an 
efficient teaching corps, of supplying adequate equip- 
ment for the conduct of work, of preparing these boys 
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and girls, these young men and young women for the 
glorious opportunities, the increased privileges and for 
the augmented responsibilities they are certain to meet. 
Prominent men and women of every walk in life are 
realizing as never before the vital part taken now and 
increasingly important part that must be taken hereaf- 
ter by the public schools in the nation’s life. We must 
therefore maintain the schools at the highest level pos- 
sible; we must instil into growing minds the great les- 
sons taught by the mighty events of our day. Nothing 
superficial, nothing antiquated, nothing unpractiecal will 
suffice in the training of the young men and women of 
1918, for they will be ealled upon to measure up to the 
highest and noblest standards of living, of thought, of 
action. 

Thanks are due from me to the Sehool Board, and 
the Board of Trustees for their loyal co-operation and 
generous support, to the teachers for their enthusiastic 
and intelligent treatment of their pupils and to the pa- 
rents and the citizens for their warm-hearted and courte- 
ous treatment. I wish here to publicly express my in- 
debtedness.
